Statistical information service 

7. Each ABS office has an Information Consultancy 
service to assist clients by providing a first point of 
entry to the ABS. Information consultants will assist 
where possible or, where appropriate, refer the enquiry 
to a contact officer. The Information Consultancy area 
offers a limited free service providing information from 
published statistics both over the telephone and over the 
counter at ABS bookshops. The area also offers a fee 
for service information consultancy for detailed queries 
or provision of information from the ABS’s vast un- 
published data holdings. Unp~ ‘ished statistics cover a 
variety of topics such as small area population informa- 
tion, imports and exports, building, tourism and detailed 
Consumer Price Index information, to name just a few. 
The area offers various dissemination options from 
paper reports to floppy disks and magnetic tape.

Presents, for the first time, constant price estimates at average 1989-90 prices for the 
quarterly national accounts. The estimates are, as far as possible, on a consistent basis 
with the estimates at average 1984-85 prices published in the September quarter 1992 
issues of Australian National Accounts: National Income and Expenditure (5206.0) and 
Gross Product, Employment and Hours Worked (5222.0) released on 1 December 1992. 
The paper also provides details of changes in the methods used to derive the constant 
price estimates and analyses the differences between the growth rates of estimaies at 
average 1984-85 prices and their counterparts at average 1989-90 prices.

Provides summary details of the employment patterns of women over the stages of 
their life cycle. Information includes number and types of changes to women’s 
working lives and the effect these changes have had on their careers.
